“AMUSEMENTS  TAX  ACT” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  and 
section  14  of  the  “Amusements  Tax  Act,”  being 
chapter  323  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948,”  as  amended  by  chapter  67  of  the 
Statutes  of  1950  and  chapter  43  of  the  Statutes  of 
1954,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  817,  dated  April 
15th,  1954,  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations: — 

Regulations 
I.  Title 

These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “Amuse¬ 
ments  fax  Act  Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation 

2-1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  section  2  of  the  Act  shall  apply. 

2  2.  "Act'  means  the  “Amusements  lax  Act." 

2  L  I  he  following  expressions,  when  used  either 
in  the  Act  or  in  these  regulations,  shall  have  the 
meaning  as  assigned  herein. 


2-4.  “Collector”  includes  all  collectors  appointed 
under  the  “  Taxation  Act,”  all  Government  Agents, 
every  constable  and  officer  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police,  and  every  person  authorized  by 
the  Minister  under  the  Act. 

2- 5.  “  Non-profit  association,  institution,  order, 
organization,  or  society  ”  means  a  non-profit  associ¬ 
ation,  institution,  order,  organization,  or  society 
which  organizes,  promotes,  or  manages  a  contest, 
dance,  entertainment,  exhibition,  or  performance 
at  a  place  of  amusement  and  where  no  part  of  the 
revenue  therefrom,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  is 
for  the  benefit  or  private  gain  of  the  non-profit 
organization  itself  or  of  any  person  as  a  member 
thereof  or  shareholder  therein. 

3.  Tax  Returns 

3- 1.  The  owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  of  a 
place  of  amusement  or  his  representative  in  the 
Province  shall  make  a  return  of  the  tax  to  the 
collector  for  that  locality  within  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  as  set  forth  in  these  regulations.  The 
return  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  and  shall  contain 
the  daily  number  of  admissions;  the  first  and  last 
numbers  of  the  strip  or  roll  tickets  issued,  or  the 
numbers  of  admissions  as  recorded  by  any  mechani¬ 
cal  device  in  use,  or  the  total  of  any  unnumbered 
tickets  issued  for  each  day’s  operations,  together 
with  the  established  price  or  fee  charged  for  each 
admission;  and  the  total  value  of  each  day’s  re¬ 
ceipts  and  the  tax  thereon,  and  such  other  details 
as  may  be  prescribed  on  the  return.  Particulars  in 
respect  of  admissions  by  season  ticket,  pass,  mem¬ 
bership  ticket,  or  complimentary  ticket  will  be 
recorded  on  the  return  in  the  same  manner  as  daily 
paid  admissions.  The  return,  certified  by  the  own¬ 
er,  accompanied  by  the  tax,  shall  be  remitted  to 
the  collector,  and  the  tax  may  be  paid  by  cash,  or 
by  cheque,  bank,  express,  or  postal  order,  or  postal 
note,  free  of  exchange,  cost  of  remittance,  and 
other  charges,  and  where  payment  is  tendered  by 
cheque  or  order,  no  tax  shall  be  deemed  paid,  not¬ 
withstanding  any  receipt  given  therefor,  until  the 
amount  of  the  cheque  or  order  by  which  payment 
is  tendered  has  been  collected  by  the  collector. 

3-2.  Where  the  place  of  amusement  is  perma¬ 
nently  established  in  one  locality  or  is  following 
an  established  circuit  and  is  providing  a  continuous 
weekly  programme  three  or  more  days  in  each 
week,  the  return  must  be  filed  and  the  tax  collected 
shall  be  paid  to  the  collector  not  later  than  five 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  Wednesday,  being 
the  tax  collected  in  the  preceding  week.  If  Wednes¬ 
day  is  a  statutory  holiday,  the  tax  shall  be  paid 
over  on  or  before  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  next  business-day.  However,  the  collector  at 
any  time  may  demand  the  immediate  payment  of 
the  tax  collected  for  any  specific  performance  or 
for  any  specific  day. 

3-3.  Where  the  place  of  amusement  is  perma¬ 
nently  established  in  one  locality  or  is  following  an 
established  circuit  and  is  providing  irregular  or  non- 
continuous  entertainment  of  not  more  than  two 
days  a  week  and  is  owned  by  a  resident  of  the 
locality  of  the  establishment  or  the  circuit,  the 
return  shall  be  filed  and  the  tax  collected  shall  be 
paid  by  the  owner  to  the  collector  not  later  than 
five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  fifth  day  of 
each  month,  being  the  tax  collected  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  month,  or  if  the  fifth  day  of  the  month  is  a 
Saturday,  Sunday,  or  a  statutory  holiday,  the  tax 
shall  be  paid  on  or  before  five  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  of  the  next  business-day.  However,  the  col¬ 
lector  at  any  time  may  demand  the  immediate 
payment  of  the  tax  collected  for  any  specific  per¬ 
formance  or  for  any  specific  day. 

3-4.  Where  the  troupe,  circus,  carnival,  artist, 
performer,  or  other  amusement  enterprise  is  travel¬ 
ling  and  itinerant,  and  where  the  owner  or  manager 
who  controls  the  sale  of  lickets  to  the  performances 
and  admissions  thereto  and  the  collection  of  the 
lax  thereon  has  no  permanent  place  of  business  in 
I  lie  locality  where  the  performance  is  being  held, 
the  owner  or  manager  shall  file  the  return  and  shall 
pay  the  tax  to  the  collector  for  that  locality  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  final  performance  in  that  locality 
unless  the  stand  in  that  locality  extends  beyond  a 
week,  in  which  ease  the  tax  collected  shall  be  paid 
and  the  return  filed  at  the  conclusion  of  the  last

performance  in  the  week  for  that  week,  and  an 
additional  return  shall  be  paid  to  the  collector  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  final  performance  for  those 
performances  which  took  place  after  the  week  had 
expired  and  which  were  not  shown  on  the  return 
filed  for  the  week.  However,  the  collector  at  any 
time  may  demand  the  immediate  payment  of  the 
tax  collected  for  any  specific  performance  or  for 
any  specific  day. 

3-5.  The  owner  or  manager  of  every  regularly 
operated  place  of  amusement  shall  notify  the  col¬ 
lector  forthwith  both  when  the  place  of  amusement 
commences  operation  and  when  it  has  discontinued 
or  temporarily  ceased  active  operation.  When  a 
place  of  amusement  temporarily  ceases  to  operate, 
the  owner  or  manager  thereof  shall  continue  to  file 
a  return  pursuant  to  these  regulations  showing  the 
dates  of  non-operation  and  for  which  no  amuse¬ 
ment  tax  is  payable.  This  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  performances  which  are  travelling  or 
itinerant  and  which  come  within  Regulation  3-4. 

3- 6.  A  separate  return  shall  be  made  for  each 
place  of  amusement  unless  a  consolidated  return 
has  been  approved  by  the  authorized  officer. 

4.  Report  Required  from  Travelling 
or  Itinerant  Shows 

4- 1.  The  owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  of  every 
show,  circus,  carnival,  exhibition,  contest,  or  place 
of  amusement  which  is  travelling  or  itinerant  shall 
file  a  report  of  its  tour  through  the  Province  with 
a  collector  before  the  commencement  of  the  tour. 

4-2.  The  report  required  under  Regulation  4-1 
shall  be  completed  and  signed  either  by  the  owner 
or  proprietor  or  the  manager  of  the  enterprise,  and 
it  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner, 
proprietor,  or  manager,  the  nature  of  the  amuse¬ 
ment  enterprise,  the  tour  (together  with  the  dates 
and  places),  and  such  other  information  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  form  of  report.  Where  the  tour  is 
revised,  a  report  shall  be  filed  with  a  collector 
showing  all  the  revisions  both  as  to  dates  and 
places.  The  revised  report  shall  be  filed  with  a 
collector  before  there  is  any  departure  in  fact  from 
the  tour  as  set  out  in  the  original  report. 

4-3.  Where  the  person  who  is  responsible  under 
Regulation  4-2  for  filing  the  report  is  a  resident  of 
the  Province,  he  shall  file  the  report  with  the  col¬ 
lector  in  his  own  locality.  Where  the  person  who 
is  responsible  under  Regulation  4-2  for  filing  the 
report  is  not  a  resident  of  the  Province  and  has  no 
address  in  the  Province,  he  shall  file  the  report  with 
the  collector  at  the  place  where  the  first  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  tour  is  held. 

4- 4.  A  copy  of  the  report  required  under  Regula¬ 
tions  4-1  to  4-3  and  of  any  revised  report  and  the 
amusements-tax  receipts  must  be  carried  with  the 
amusement  enterprise  and  be  produced  by  the 
owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  on  the  request  of 
any  collector  for  his  inspection. 

5.  Box-office  Notices 

5- 1.  In  every  place  of  amusement  where  admis¬ 
sion  is  subject  to  the  tax,  there  shall  be  at  least  one 
sign  conspicuously  posted  at  the  outer  entrance  and 
at  least  one  sign  conspicuously  posted  at  each  box 
office.  Every  sign  so  posted  shall  state  the  estab¬ 
lished  prices  of  admission  and  the  tax  payable  and 
the  sum  total  of  the  price  and  the  tax. 

5.2.  Where  a  meal  is  served  at  the  place  of 
amusement,  the  sign  must  show  the  price  of  ad¬ 
mission  and  the  tax  thereon  and  the  price  of  the 
meal  as  separate  items,  in  the  following  manner: — 


(a)  Price  of  meal _  $ 

( b )  Price  of  admission,  including  table  or 

cover  charge _  $ 

(c)  Amusements  tax  (on  price  of  admis¬ 
sion  set  out  in  (b) ) _  $ 


( d )  Over-all  or  total  price _  $ 


6.  Registration 

6-1.  Any  owner  of  a  place  of  amusement  who,  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  his  business  within  the 
Province,  charges  prices  of  admission  to  a  place  of 
amusement  and  other  persons  designated  by  the 
authorized  officer  shall  register  under  this  Act. 

6-2.  Where  an  owner  of  a  place  of  amusement 
carries  on  business  at  more  than  one  place,  he  shall 


obtain  a  registration  certificate  in  respect  of  each 
individual  place  of  business.  The  registration  cer¬ 
tificate  shall  be  displayed  in  a  prominent  place  on 
the  premises;  provided  that  in  cases  where  an 
owner  has  no  fixed  place  of  business  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince,  he  shall  keep  his  certificate  on  his  person  at 
all  times  while  doing  business  and  produce  it  upon 
request  to  a  purchaser  of  admission  or  a  duly 
authorized  representative  of  the  authorized  officer. 

6-3.  Where  an  owner  of  a  place  of  amusement 
changes  his  address,  he  shall  forthwith  return  his 
registration  certificate  to  the  authorized  officer  for 
amendment. 

6-4.  Where  an  owner  of  a  place  of  amusement 
changes  the  name  or  nature  of  his  business,  he  shall 
forthwith  return  his  registration  certificate  to  the 
authorized  officer  and  apply  for  a  new  one. 

6-5.  Where  an  owner  of  a  place  of  amusement 
ceases  to  carry  on  business  in  respect  of  which  a 
registration  certificate  has  been  issued,  the  certifi¬ 
cate  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  he  shall  return 
the  same  to  the  authorized  officer  within  fifteen 
days  of  the  date  of  discontinuance. 

6- 6.  Where  a  registration  certificate  is  lost  or 
destroyed,  application  shall  immediately  be  made 
to  the  authorized  officer  for  a  copy  of  the  original. 

7.  Records 

7- 1.  The  owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  of  every 
place  of  amusement  which  is  required  to  make 
returns  under  these  regulations  shall  keep  records 
sufficient  to  furnish  the  collector  with  the  necessary 
particulars  concerning: — 

(a)  The  total  daily  admissions: 

(b)  The  prices  of  admission  charged: 

(c)  Total  taxable  admissions  and  the  total  tax 
due: 

(d)  The  total  tax  collected: 

( e )  All  other  material  required  to  make  and 
complete  the  returns  required  under  these 
regulations.  The  records  shall  be  kept  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  records  pertaining 
to  every  return  are  distinguishable  as  such 
and  clearly  corroborate  the  return  made 
from  them. 

8.  Commission  on  Tax  Collected 

8- 1.  The  Minister  may  make  an  allowance  to 
owners  of  a  place  of  amusement  for  their  services 
in  collecting  and  forwarding  the  tax  to  the  Minister 
equal  to  two  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  tax 
collected;  provided,  however,  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  authorized  officer,  the  Minister  may 
disallow  the  remuneration  in  case  the  return  is  not 
filed  within  the  time  permitted  under  the  regula¬ 
tions. 

9.  Exemptions 

9- 1.  The  purchaser  shall  be  exempt  from  pay¬ 
ment  and  the  owner  from  collection  of  the  tax  that 
would  otherwise  be  payable  and  collectable  under 
this  Act,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the  absolute  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Minister  as  follows: — 

(a)  Ice-skating,  roller-skating,  bowling,  curling, 
and  swimming,  and  similar  athletic  partici¬ 
pation,  where  the  price  of  admission  is  for 
performance  by  the  purchaser: 

(b)  Exhibitions  of  painting  and  works  of  art: 

(c)  Lectures  of  an  educational  nature  without 
moving-picture  films  or  educational  lectures 
with  moving-picture  films  approved  by  the 
authorized  officer: 

(d)  Amateur  amusements  held  in  school  or 
church  premises  that  are  sponsored  and 
organized  and  managed  by  educational  or 
religious  institutions: 

(<?)  Amateur  theatricals  of  an  educational  and 
recreational  nature  where  no  performer  or 
manager  receives  any  emolument  and  where 
the  payment  to  the  director  is  nominal: 

(/)  Amateur  drama  or  amateur  musical  festivals 
or  amateur  speech  competitions: 

(g)  Amateur  athletic  contests  where  the  maxi¬ 
mum  price  of  admission  does  not  exceed 
fifty  cents: 

(h)  A  dance  where  all  the  members  of  the 
orchestra  are  residents  of  the  Province  and 
where  there  is  no  floor  show  or  other 
amusement  and  where  the  maximum  price 
of  admission  does  not  exceed  fifty  cents: 
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(/)  A  private  dance  sponsored  and  managed  by 
a  fraternal,  educational,  or  other  society, 
order,  club,  or  association  restricted  in  at¬ 
tendance  to  members  of  the  society  or 
association  and  their  guests,  for  which  a 
price  of  admission  in  excess  of  fifty  cents 
is  charged  and  with  respect  to  which  a 
satisfactory  application  for  exemption  has 
been  completed  and  an  exemption  permit 
issued  by  the  authorized  officer. 

10.  Remission  Permits  and  Certificates 

10-1.  The  president,  secretary,  or  treasurer  of 
the  non-profit  association  organizing,  promoting,  or 
managing  an  exhibition,  performance,  entertain¬ 
ment,  contest,  or  dance,  for  which  a  remission 
permit  is  desired  under  subsection  (2)  of  section  9 
of  the  Act,  shall  complete  and  file  the  prescribed 
application  therefor  with  the  Provincial  Collector 
at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  event.

( g )  The  specific  purposes  to  which  the  net 
revenue  from  the  event  is  to  be  devoted. 
Where  the  total  net  revenue  will  be  paid 
over  to  another  non-profit  organization  or 
persons  within  thirty  days  of  the  event,  their 
names  and  the  amount  they  will  receive  must 
be  indicated.  Where  the  net  revenue  will 
be  paid  into  a  fund  of  the  non-profit  associa¬ 
tion  making  the  application  and  subse¬ 
quently  paid  to  other  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tions  or  persons,  the  names  and  amount 
that  will  be  paid  thereto  must  be  indicated: 

(h)  Certification  that  all  the  net  proceeds  will 
be  devoted  to  other  non-profit  purposes  by 
the  applicant  non-profit  association  and  that 
not  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  gross 
proceeds  from  the  price  of  admission  will 
be  so  devoted  and  that  all  the  statements 
contained  in  the  application  are  correct. 

10-3.  Remission  permits,  when  issued,  will  be 
subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: — 

( a )  The  full  tax  under  this  Act  will  be  collected 
on  each  price  of  admission: 

( b )  The  tax  collected  will  be  held  in  trust  for 
Her  Majesty  for  the  payment  over  of  the 
same  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  pro¬ 
vided  in  these  regulations: 

(c)  The  applicant  non-profit  association  files 
with  the  collector  within  thirty  days  of  the 
event  a  certified  financial  statement  of  the 
actual  gross  proceeds  from  the  price  of 
admission  and  otherwise  and  the  detailed 
expenditures.  The  certified  statement  must 
also  include  the  amount  actually  paid  direct 
to  other  non-profit  organizations  or  persons 
or  paid  into  the  specifically  ear-marked  fund 
for  later  payment  to  other  non-profit  organi¬ 
zations  and  persons.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.

tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).
